JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Dec. 31—Florida’s Gators, with 
hardly a hale and hearty quarterback to their names, are 
fearful that a great quarterbck who migrated to Tulsa Uni- 
versity from Lakeland, Fla., may cost the home state univer- 
sity a victory in the eighth annual Gator Bowl game here 


New Year’s Day. 
Ronnie Morris, the split T wizard 


and brains behind the Oklahomans’ 
attack that’ gained more ground 
than that of any other team in the 
nation for each of the last three 


years, is the lad in question. 
Charles Spillman, an ex-Tulsa star 
who coached Morris at Lakeland 
High, spirited him out of’ Florida 
three years ago. 


The 20-year oldster, who stands 
six feet, weighs 175 and is called 
“The Rattler’? because of his bony 
frame, threw 18 scoring passes— 
including 12 to end Willie Roberts 
—ran for five and was seventh 
among the nation’s total offense 
leaders with 1,571 yards. The con- 
sensus here is that Coach J. O. 
(Buddy). Brothers will turn to the 
Morris arm for his victory at- 
tempt because of Florida’s vaunt- 
ed ground defense, spearheaded by 
All-American tackle Charlie La- 
Pradd and all-SEC guard Joe 
D’ Agostino. 

As the two teams, who have 
drilled here since Monday fin- 
ished their pregame polishing 
with Wednesday afternoon prac- 
tice sessions on Gator Bow! soil, 
it was still doubtful that Fiort- 
da’s regular T quarterback, Doug 
Dickey, would be able to play 
because of a leg injury suffered 
in pre-Christmas practice.

The New Year Is 


Past and Present 


The calendar reads January 1, 1953. 
Our minds and hearts tell us that it 
signifies a new beginning, a new birth 


of hope, a chance to make a better life 


and a better world than that of 1952. 

The date is only a figure on the 
calendar but wrapped inside the latter 
is a promise of achievement and of 
‘happiness to be won through our in- 
dividual endeavors. 

Looking at the calendar, one recalls 
that man has one power denied to the 
other animals who are not conscious 
of self.

They are those who, like 
Scarlett O’Hara, always look to “tomor- 
row” to relieve them of their problems 
of today. But, alas, they find:

And on the other hand there are the 
other escapists who look -to the past 
to find rationalization for their failures. 
Their New Year has little meaning be- 
cause their failures recur. 

To all of them, the ones who- only 
look ahead and the others who have only 
hindsight, we would point out that his- 
tory repeats itself. Yes, it does. That is 
one of the saddest things about history.

Chattanoogan Says ‘World Calendar’

Chattanooga—In the Dec. 28 Journal- 
Constitution issue, Leo Aikman made ref- 
erence to the proposed World Calendar 
scheme which he characterized as ‘‘a plan 
with merit’’ and ‘‘a boon to business.’’ By 
way of a quotation from John Kieran’s 
almanac the suggested World Calendar was 
described in Mr. Aikman’s column as ‘‘a 
stable, balanced, well-co-ordinated time sys- 
tem.” 

These two distinguished writers are en- 
titled to hold whatever opinion they choose 
in regard to the much propagandized World 
Calendar scheme, but the very article in 
Mr. Kieran’s almanac discussing the World 
Calendar plan belies both Mr. Kieran’s and 
Mr. Aikman’s generous characterizations. 
Neither of thesé typ distinguished. writers 
has studied iaccualts the proposed World 
Calendar; one is not convinced that either 
has read- thoughtfully the article in Mr.

Mr. Aikman de- 
clared himself *‘ready to go along’”’ with the 
World Calendar scheme _ involving’ the 
“World Day,’’ that embarrassing but un- 
avoidable 365th day of the year which can- 
not be buried alive and which destroys the 
World Calendar and belies its unrealistic 
claims. 

Does Mr. Aikman realize what the 365th 
‘World Day’’ would mean to the individual 
citizen if the World Calendar promoters 
should succeed?’ The first year under the 
World Calendar scheme, if it should be 
adopted, would ‘‘end’’ officially on Saturday, 
Dec. 30. Next morning conscientious Catho- 
lics and most conscientious Protestants 
would naturally want to go to church, as 
they usually do Sundays. But no, no church 
would be permitted to conduct Sunday serv- 
ices on that Sunday, if the World Calendar 
people have their way. That Sunday. fol- 
lowing Saturday, Dec. 30, would be officially 
a blank day; a day without a name, a day 
with no standing and with no place in the 
new week, a day to be forgotten and disre- 
garded, a day with no legal or chronological 
rights. 

What our time needs {s more profound 
respect for religious values, not more 
schemes to confuse and to destroy them.

I say goodbye to the old year a bit reluce 
tantly and hate to see it pass. I'll always 
look back on 1952 as having been a good 
year for me. For one thing, I was not sick 
a single day, I’ve been tired a lot of days, 
God did not give me as strong a physical 
body as he gave some others and sometimes 
I feel handicapped, but I have learned that 
one can “‘let go and let God” and in so doin 
have strefhgth. During this year I preach 
an average of 10 times a 
week. My preaching thrill 
of the year was on Easter 
Sunday when 11,000 people - 
came. I have on the wall 
of my office a picture of 
that service which I will 
cherish until I die. Dur- 
ing the year I preached 
in 18 revivals in other 
churches, and preached 
in my own church 51 of 
the 52 Sundays. 

This year I performed 132 marriages ee 
conducted nearly as many funerals. You 
never become accustomed to either one. If 
you read the marriage ceremony 132 times 
to the same couple, it might become routine 
but each wedding is new and thrilling be 
cause the couple is different in every one, 
For me funerals are not unhappy. Of course, 
there are broken hearts, but it is a joy to 
have the sure and certain words of God to 
read in the hour of death. Death is really 
a glorious triumph for those whose faith is 
in Him who said, “I am the resurrection, 
and the life . . . whosoever liveth and believe 
eth in me shall ygever die’’ (John 11 :25-26), 

It was during this year that I began write 
ing this column each gay. It isn’t an easy 
undertaking. I can understand the feelings 
of an old Negro woman who said, ‘I'm tired 
cause life is so daily.”” But the chance to 
speak to 500,000 people every morning is not 
to be taken lightly. My columns have not 
pleased everybody. To tell the truth, many 
of them have not pleased me. 

And it is amazing how harshly some 
people write. The letter I got last week 
calling me the worst hypocrite in Georgia 
made my wife cry. Please send those letters 
to my office instead of to my home. But 
some other letters have made us both very 
happy and more than canceled the others. 

Of course I could remember a lot of mis- 
takes I made during the year, a lot of visits 
I did not make, a lot of people who called 
for an appointment I did not see, and a lot 
of times when I could have done better. 
But it does no good to worry about the fail- 
ures of yesterday. Instead, it is better to be 
happy for the blessings of the year and to 
resolve to do a better jab in the coming vear. 

As St. Paul expressed it so much better: 
“T count not myself to have apprehended: 
but this one thing I do, forgetting those 
things which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus’’ (Phil. 3:13-14).

Fee, trict Feb. 4; on the elec- 

tion of a mayor of Atlanta late this year, 

and on the maneuverings for position among 

the prospective candidates for governor and 

lieutenant-governor a year ahead of the 1954 
campaign. 

Education is-a top political question for

_twhich is expected in the near future...a 


decision which could have a critical bearing 
oh public education in this state. 
Continuation of the Minimum Foundation 
Program for Education and the question of 
granting ‘schoolteachers a ‘‘cost-of-living’”’ 
salary increase will face the Legislature. 
State School Supt. M. D. Collins says funds 
for normal expansion of the foundation pro- 
#ram must be provided in the ‘‘regular’’ 
section of the new budget.

The govesnor and the Legislature will 
face the tough problem of shaving off 
$2,500,000 from something else in the pro- 
posed ‘‘regular’’ budget in order to do this. 
This is not the over-all pay increase for all 
teachers—it is the increase promised, by 
law, to teachers who improved their quali- 
fications. 

_ What the Legislature and administration 
will do to reduce the alarming death rate 
on Georgia’s highways will be a No. 1 ques- 
tion. Indications are that politics won't 
play a big role in this discussion. 

There will be much beatings of political 
drums during the short session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly this year, but with the cam- 
paigns more than a year off, the political 
heat will die down when the Legislature 
recesses and not rise again until 1954.

Real Atomic Age, 


Korean Stalemate 


WASHINGTON—As the year 1953 opens, 
here’ are my predictions as to what it will 
bring: 

Nineteen hundred and fifty-three will see 
the real beginning of the Atomic Age. For 
the first time, atomic energy will be applied 
to peacetime use. Small 
atomic power plants for 
civilians: will be built in 
England and the United- 

States for use in isolated 
communities without ac- 
cess to electric power. 

A terrific power battle 
will take place over the 
control of atomic energy. 

Will the government, 

which has. now spent 

$8,000,000,000° developing 

atomic energy, retain control, or will con- 
trol be turned over to private industry? 

Hydrogen Bombs—The United States will 
set off another hydrogen bomb next spring, 
and the Russians will follow with their first 
bomb of this type. In '53 we will accumulate 
such a big stockpile of A-bombs that it may 
slow down production and we will have 
enough on hand to destroy any enemy. Con- 
gress will permit exchange of atomic infor- 
mation with Great Britain. The first atomic 
artillery will be fired in "53—in Korea. 

Business—Will be good during the first 
half of '53. Sales of autos, refrigerators, TV 
sets will top most previous records. But 


farm prices will reach the lowest levels _ 


since the end of the war. There will be a 


_- recession toward the end of 1953. 


War and Peace—The Kremlin will con- 
tinue its astute drive to make the rest of 
the world think of it as the chief apostle of 
peace, though actually peace will be precari- 
ous. Stalin, Churchill and Eisenhower will 
meet sometime in °53, and will assure the 
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plane flies on into a purple dusk and far 
up ahead the lights of Dallas shine in the 
darkness. 

Here the traveler from the East tastes the 
first faint flavor of the Old West, sees his 
first big hats and high-heeled boots, peers 
at thé wide-sweeping steer horns, the 
fringed buckskin jackets, the Indian dolls, 
the beaded moccasins, on sale at the stand in 
the corner that is supposed to emulate a rus- 
tic corral. It is stage dressing, of course, 
phoney in essence, for Dallas is no cowtown, 
but a booming industrial city. But the 
traveler likes it, and buys the buckskin jack- 
ets and the moccasins of soft tanned leather, 
and takes them back with him to Richmond, 
or Hackensack, and feels that he has seen 
the West. 

The plane lifts again, flying over towns 
unknown to the traveler, al] beautiful from 
the air, all jeweled with a myriad of Christ- 
mas lights. Then come the Great Plains, 
level as the sea, lying under a blanket of 
snow, the fields all laid in squares, the rows 
straight. And down again at Amarillo, where 
the wind blows straight from the Pole, and 
cuts like a thousand razor blades straight 
through to the skin. 

And then the lift of *the great mountains, 
mantled in snow like old men wearing shawls 
of soft’: white wool. And finally, far ahead, 
the moonlight glints on the Great Salt Lake, 
and we step off into a still, quiet night of 
high white stars, in thes Great Valley over 
which the bleak mountains frown. 

It is four o’clock in the morning, and very 
cold, and Atlanta, and the warm, quiet con- 
tent of Christmas Day and all its happiness 
seem far off in time and space.

Future Peace—The solidarity of Western 
Europe, conceived by Acheson and partially 
cemented by Eisenhower, has been falling 
apart of late. This will be the most danger- 
ous development of 1953.

Korean War—Eisenhower will move three 
new American divisions to Japan, will send 
two divisions of Chiang Kai-shek’s army 
from Formosa to Korea, and will prepare to 
use atomic artillery in Korea—if necessary.

troops: behind the lines for the first timé. 
But the Korean War will result in a stale- 
mate and will drag on. 

Asia—The Eisenhower administration will 
increase heavily supplies to French Indo- 
China, and the Communists will finally be 
cleaned out of that vital area. But thanks to 
British muddling, Iran may fall into Russian 
hands. . . . The Arab world will continue to 
seethe and communism will spread in the 
oil-rich areas of the Near East. 

Politics—Eisenhower and Taft will try to 
make a go of their political marriage, but it 
will crack up over legislation. . . . Taft will 
barge into foreign policy, place two of his 
men—Capehart of Indiana and Ferguson of 
Michigan—on the foreign relations com- 
mittee.

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Review Of 1952- 


60 Million U. S. Voters 
Wrote Year’s Big Story

A record multitude of 60 million American voters wrote 
the biggest news story of 1952. 

Their flood of votes, largest in American history for 
victor and loser alike, gave General Dwight David Eisen- 
hower the presidency and the victory starved Republican 
Party control of the White House and Capitol Hill after 20 
years of the New and Fair Deals. 

No story, in the annuat poll taken by newsmen, came 
close to challenging the triumph of the 62-year-old war 
hero, who pulled off his battle jacket and turned politician 
in June and then swapped punches with his opponént, Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, and President Harry S. Truman 
in an emotion-packed presidential election campaign that 
was one of the longest, hardest and dirtiest. So complete 
was Ike’s triumph that he rolled up more than 33 million 
votes to his Democratic opponent’s. 26 million, split the 
Solid South, and swept the GOP into control of both 
branches of Congress. Needing 266 electoral votes to go 
over the top, he won 39 stattes with 442 to Stevenson’s nine > 
states with 89 electoral votes, one of the great personal 
triumphs of politics. 

The fight for the-presidency won three other nomi- 
nations among the top 10 stories of the year which also in- 
cluded war, strikes, corruption, royalty and adventure. 
Newsnien picked these other big headline winners: 


2. The steel strike and the Supreme Court decision lim- 
iting presidential seizure powers. Headlines on the pos- 
sibility of a steel strike began to show as far back as No- 
vember, 1951 and they grew bigger and more alarming in 
the early months of ’52. Four times the United Steelwork- 


ers of America (CIO) Bip their threatened strike for ~ 


a substantial pay rise,‘a guaranteed annual wage, union 
‘shop and various fringe benefits. 

On March 20 the Wage Stabilization Board made its 
recommendations. The union accepted; industry refused 
and offered new ones which the union rejected and again 
‘sent out a strike call. Before a nationwide radio and tele- 
vision audience went President Truman first to’ denounce 
the steel companies for not accepting the full WSB recom- 
mendations and then to announce seizure of the steel indus- 
try’s plants. 

The steel industry’s reaction was fast. Clarence B. 
Randall replied for the industry, charging the President had 
“distorted facts and seized the steel plants ‘without legal 

‘authority. He had inherent powers, under the Constitu- 
- tion, to seize the mills in the public interest in a national 
emergency without the benefit of a specific law, challenged 
the President. Nobody, said Mr. Truman, neither Congress 
nor the cotrts, could take away his power to seize industry 
‘in an emergency. 

_ . But one court did. The Supreme Court of the United 

States,. by a 6-3 decision, ruled the President’s seizure ille- 
gal, settling a monumental issue of constitutional law. The 
mills were returned to the owners, a 54-day strike resulted 
in an estimated production loss of more than 18 million tons 
of steel and millions in lost wages before it was settled on 
‘July 24. 


3. The Korean war and truce talks. Prospects of an 
honorable peace in Korea grew dimmer with the fleeting 
months. American casualties passed 126,000 in dead, 
wounded and missing as another Christmas neared.  Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower’s dramatic three-day trip’ to Korea 
kindled hopes but truce talks at Panmunjom were all but 
officially over. No progress was reported at the United 
Nations where Russia angrily rejected the latest proposal 
for peace by India. 


4. Eisenhower beats Senator Robert A. Taft for the 
GOP presidential nomination. This was one of the greatest 
shows on earth and millions, via transcontinental television, 
saw it. The dramatic battle before the convention creden- 
tials committee, the first big break—when Taft forces sur- 
rendered the Louisiana delegates to Eisenhower—and the 
final showdown with Minnesota opening the stampede for 
Ike kept unknown numbers of TV viewers awake night 
after night. The big show also produced the year’s most 
welcome comic relief—when the delegate from Puerto Rico 
broke the tension with a request for a poll of his three-man 
delegation. 


5. Britain loses a king and gets,a queen. Elizabeth IT 
was deep in equatorial Africa when her father, King George 
VI, died on Feb. 6. ~ Returning.from her abbreviated va- 
cation there, she was formally proclaimed Queen, the first 
woman in 51 years to sit on the glittering throne of an em- 
pire. 

6. Capt. Kurt Carlsen sticks to the end with the Flying 
Enterprise. The world watched and cheered but in the end 

_ the stormy Atlantic won after a two-week duel Jan. 10, with 
the gallant sea captain4and ‘his ship. ® The .captain and a 
companion, Kenneth Dancy, escaped by leaping overboard 
and Carlsen lived to win salutes from the world. 


7. H-bomb developments.and atomic field weapons. No 
one in authority would talk except in most guarded terms 
but something big—was it the first ‘explosion of the 
H-bomb?—took place at. heavily guarded Eniwetok atoll 
in November. Crewmen of ships in the test task force 
wrote. home that an explosion of far greater fury and power 
of the previous known atomic explosions had occurred. 

8. Disclosures of corruption in U. S. government. ‘The 
Truman administration was spattered by revelations of 
corruption in the Bureau of Internal Revenue, and there 
were continuing investigations of other government agen- 
cies. The revelations gave the Republicans one of their 
most effective campaign weapons in the victorious drive 
for the presidency. 

9. Stevenson is drafted at the Democratic National 
Convention. A new star, Gov. Adlai Stevenson, was born 
for the Democrats, who named the Illinois governor their 
presidential nominee in another furious convention in Chi- 
cago. Candidates, principally Senator Estes Kefauver of 
.Tennessee, who beat the grass roots for months to win 
enough delegates; fell under the magic of Stevenson’s name. 


10. The Nixon case and his TV accounting to the peo- 


ple. The appearance before a national TV audience By the °

1952’s Chief Newsmaker

A balding, blue-eyed man with a wife named Mamie 
stole the show as the No. 1 maker of news in Georgia, as 
in the nation, for the year 1952. 

The nomination of Gen. Dwight David Eisenhower— 
with the help of the Roscoe Tucker-Elbert Tuttle delegation 
from Georgia—hogged the headlines for the month of June. 

His campaign brought him to Atlanta in September, 
the first Republican candidate in many years to invade the 
Democratic stronghold of Georgia. His election in Novem- 
ber pulled the highest Republican vote this state has ever 
cast—and the day after election he and his family flew 
straight to Augusta, Ga., for rest, relaxation-and the news- 
making conferences which were an early indication of his 
cabinet selections. 

As a result, members of The Atlanta Constitution news 
staff unanimously tagged the No. 1 news story of the 
year: “Ike.” 

The general, winning five counties and a total vote of 
200,000 in Georgia, headed a list of visits and visitations 
which made state news during the year as well as serving 
as a symptom of political upheaval and unrest which gripped 
the nation. In addition to the President-elect and his fam- 
ily, visitors included an ex-king (the Duke of Windsor) 
and a couple of queens (Juliana of The Netherlands, who 
spent her Easter holiday at Sea Island during a good-will 
tour of this country, and the United States’ beauty queen, 
Neva Jane Langley, who came home from Atlantic City 
with the title “MiSs America’). 

The visitations, less attractive, included drought, forest 
fires and tornadoes. 

Newsmen listed them, story-wise, in this order: 


2. Drought. For two long summer months rainfall over 
Georgia was either scarce. or non-existent, precipitating 
what national farm leaders called the “worst. agricultural 
disaster in 20 years.” Georgia shared heavily in the South- 
eastern crop loss estimated at $500,000,000. Temperatures 
soared to 104 in Atlanta and to 112 in Louisville in Jeffer- 
son County. Ten persons died in one week end as a result 
of the heat and déspairing farmers sold off beef and dairy 
cattle and hogs at a sacrifice because of parched pastures. 

The blow to agriculture and to Georgia economy gen- 
erally brought the nation’s farm leaders to Atlanta in Au- 
gust to declare an emergency and to plan for disaster area 
relief loans from the Federal Government. ° 

At the other extreme of natural disasters, 10 persons 
were hurt and practically the entire town of Alapaha in 
South Georgia was swept away in a tornado on Mother’s 
Day. A hail caused $150,000 worth of damage to farm 
areas between Americus and New Ezra community. 


3. County unit election and defeat. Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge, who won national approval at the Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago and was named chairman of the South- 
ern Governors’ Conference, met his first major defeat at 
home when his @ounty unit amendment was licked at the 
polls in November. 

The measure, bitterly fought out during the summer 
campaign, would have written Georgia’s unique county unit 
system into the state constitution. It was defeated by a 
vote of 278,882 for to 309,170 against. 


4, Winning season of the Georgia Tech football team. 
_Georgia Tech’s Yellow Jackets improved on their unbeaten 
record of 1951 by going untied as well during the 1952 
season. They won 11 straight games to extend their victory 
string to 25 games and then accepted their second straight 
bow] invitation—this time to meet the University of Missis- 
sippi in the Sugar Bowl. Six Tech players made all-Amer- 
ica teams. They were: End Buck Martin; Tackle Hal Miller; 
Center Pete Brown: Linebacker George Morris, Halfback 
Leon Hardeman and Defensive Halfback Bobby Moorhead. 


3. North Avenue gun battle in which veteran police of- 
ficer W. M. (Tex) Richards was killed. The dramatic Dec. 
17 shooting lasted for an hour, enlisted the help of every 
available police officer in Atlanta, including FBI agents and 
tear gas squads, and was watched by hundreds of citizens. 
Homer Spruell, a middle-aged carpenter, fired upon a police 
officer who attempted to question him about a minor traffic . 
violation. Once the shooting began, Spruell kept firing 
until he ‘was subdued by tear gas and brought out of the 
house mortally wounded. Spruell died two days later. 


6. Dick Russell-for-President boom. Richard Brevard 
Russell, Georgia’s junior senator, former governor and son 
of a distinguished Winder family, announced his candidacy 
for the Presidency of the United States in the spring. His 
campaign was Officially launched in Atlanta at a $50-a-plate 
banquet, gathering momentum until the Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago in July, which nominated - Adlai 
Stevenson.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31—(#—Organized labor had a 
busy year in 1952 with the two- month steel strike copping 


the biggest. headlines. 

But the deaths of presidents of 
both the AFL and CIO heralded a 
changing of the guard among labor 
leaders. 


A third event of important sig- 
nificance to labor was the all-out 
union drive to elect a Democrat 
president, an effort that failed. 


These three situations topped 
labor developments for the year. 

The steel contract negotiations, 
beginning late in 1951, continued 
until past the middle of 1952. 


The stee] struggle was a classic 
one—a knock-down, drag-out bat- 
tle all the way, fanned by daily 
publicity blasts from both the 
union and industry contenders. 

President Truman decided not to 
invoke the court injunction pro- 
visions of the Taft-Hartley law to 
stop the steel walkout. Instead, 
he let the Wage Stabilization Board 
(WSB) recommend settlement 
terms. 

When the WSB finally made its 
suggestions, industry widely criti- 
cized them as far too generous, 
but WSB members defended them 
as fair. 

The wind-up, after the longest 
stee] strike in history ended in 
July, was that the CIO steelwork- 
ers union accepted terms less 
than the WSB had recommended. 
The two-year contract called for 
a 21.5 cents boost in wages and 
other benefits. 

Seizure of the steel industry and 
government threats to impose the 
WSB’s full recommendations on 
the seized industry brought wide- 
spread criticism of Truman’s han- 
dling of the affair. 

The Supreme -Court finally held 
in a 6-3 decision that Truman’s 
seizure was unconstitutional. It 
* steered clear, however, of clearly 
defining presidential powers in se- 
vere labor strikes. 

Philip Murray, president of both 
the CIO and its steelworkers union, 
died Nov. 9 in San Francisco. His 
passing was closely followed on 
Nov. 21 by the death of AFL Pres- 
ident William Green. The two for- 
mer coal miners had been labor’s 
top leaders for many years. 

Their deaths brought younger 
men to the fore in organized labor. 
George Meany, 58-year-old AFL 


secretary-treasurer, was promoted 
to Green’s job as AFL president. 
The CIO chose Walter Reuther, 
head of the big automobile work- 
ers union, to succeed Murray. 
Other labor leaders laid down the 
mantle, too. Bill Hutcheson quit as 
president of the Carpenters’ Union, 
being succeeded by his son, 
Maurice. Dan Tobin declined to run 


again as president of the Team- 
sters’ Union, being succeeded by 
Dave Beck, West Coast Teamsters’ 
boss. 


’ The labor unions made an all-out 
drive to help elect Gov. Adlai Ste- 
venson, the Democratic nominee 
for the nation’s President. The 
unions claimed they delivered their 
votes in great numbers for. the 
Democratic nominee, but were 
snowed under in the avalanche of 
votes for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, the successful Republican 
candidate.

Nevertheless, factories produced 
a record output of 430 billion ciga- 
rettes, up three per cent over the 
high of 412 billion manufactured in 
1951. 

Foreign demand for manufactur- 
ed tobacco continued strong with 
502 million pounds of the golden 
weed exported against 500 million 
in 1951. Competition on foreign 
markets, however, showed further 
signs of getting tougher. |

The Southern Bell Telephone and|

number of telephones in’ service

13,800 in 1952. | 

Kelly Mosley, Southern Bell man- | 
ager in Atlanta, said that at the 
end of the year there were about 
232,000 telephones in service as 
compared to 218,194 at the first of 
the year. 

The expansion of Atlanta’s tele- 
‘ phone facilities, he pointed out, 
was part of a state-wides growth 
which in 1952 added 41,900 to the 
total number of telephones in the 
state.’ The figure now is 596,000, 
which is more than twice the, 
number in-service in Georgia at 
the end of World War IO. 


Additional facilities costing $23,- 
600,000 were set up in Georgia by. 
the company in 1952, making a 
total of $145,000,000 spent in the 
state since 1945. 


NEW RURAL TELEPHONES 


Included in the expansion for the 
year were 12,000 new rural tele- 
phones in Georgia which cost ap- 
proximately $2,000,000 during the 
year, the manager said. 


Giving other figures to show the 
South’s economic development, 
Mosley said the number of tele- 
phones in the entire Southern Bell 
system had about doubled in the 
past seven years. At the end of 
World War II, he noted, there were 
1,806,000 telephones in service in 
the region, while today there are 
more than 3,990,000 in service. 


Expenditures for new equipment 


and expansion totaled more than). 


$178,500,000 in the system’s nine- 
state area, a new record for any 
one year, and it is expected 
that new telephone construction in 
1953 will surpass that record.

When the demand for cotton tex- 
tiles, which began to shrink not 
Jong after the outbreak of Korean

employment. Operations of three 
full shifts became the exception 
rather than the rule and many 
mills cut back to three and four 
days a week in their efforts to keep 
their plants operating and to give 
employment to as many persons as 
possible. 

For example, whereas employ- 
ment in the textile mill products 
industry in Georgia in July, 1951, 
stood at 112,000, it had dropped to 
105,800 in July of this year. But by 
October of this year, it had climbed 
back to 108,400 and continued to 
mount slowly during the remainder 
of the year. 

The upturn began when it be- 
came evident that retail outlets 
and consumers were encountering 
sharply dwindling inventories of 
cotton textile goods. As demand be- 
gan to pick up fh the final quarter, 
it was accompanied by an increase 
in the length of the work week and 
a gradual rehiring.
